Gentlemen, 


District  Council. 


I  have  the  pleasure  to  lay  before  you  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  5,584  acres  ;  the  population  esti¬ 
mated  at  the  middle  of  1906  is  13,174.  It  was  11,036  in  1891. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  district  amounted  to  280,  10  less 
than  the  previous  year,  and  19  less  than  the  ten  years’  average. 
The  rate  is  2T2  compared  with  22*2  for  the  year  1905.  The 
County  rate  for  1905  was  25 ’06.  Of  the  280,  128  were  males 
and  152  females.  274  were  legitimate,  and  6  illegitimate. 

Ninety-six  were  from  North  Ward,  59  from  Central,  63  from 
East,  29  from  Worsley,  and  33  from  Boothstown.  The  rate 
for  North  being  25,  for  Central  20H,  for  East  23T,  for  Worsley 
13  3,  for  Boothstown  2T4. 


The  Deaths  numbered  195  (93  males  and  102  females)  which 
includes  13  deaths  in  the  workhouse.  The  total  is  an  increase  of 
4  on  the  previous  year,  and  of  13  on  the  ten  years’  average.  The 
rate  per  1,000  is  14  8,  compared  with  14*6  the  previous  year,  and 
14 T  for  the  ten  years’  average. 

North  Ward  accounted  for  63,  Central  41,  East  45,  Worsley 
24,  and  Boothstown  22.  • 
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Of  the  total,  42  were  of  children  under  one  year,  18  were 
over  one  and  under  five,  7  were  over  five  and  under  fifteen,  8 
were  over  fifteen  and  under  twenty-five,  61  were  over  twenty-five 
and  under  sixty-five,  and  46  were  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.

Infantile  Mortality. — 42  children  under  one  year  of  age  died 
during  the  year,  so  that  for  every  1,000  births  registered,  150 
died  before  attaining  the  age  of  one  year.  This  is  an  increase  of 
7  on  the  previous  year  in  number,  and  of  29  in  the  rate  per  1,000 

More  than  one-half  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  the  North 
Ward — 22  out  of  42 — Central,  East,  and  Worsley  having  very 
few,  Boothstown  slightly  more  than  its  proportion. 

For  the  first  time  1  am  able  to  record  the  number  of  births 
occurring  in  each  ward,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  deaths  to  the  number  of  births.  in  North  Ward 
nearly  one-fourth  (229  in  the  1,000)  of  all  the  children  born  die 
before  completing  their  first  year.  In  Boothstown  practically  a 
fourth  (243  to  the  1,000)  whilst  in  Central  only  one-tenth,  in  East 
one-sixteenth,  and  in  Worsley  one-fourteenth.  But  in  Worsley 
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Ward  special  care  lias  to  be  taken  of  the  children,  so  very  few 
are  born,  the  birth  rate  in  that  ward  being-  only  13 \3  per  1,000.

The  Zymotic  rate,  excluding  Diarrhoea  is  exceptionally  low, 
*7  compared  with  1*4  for  the  previous  year — only  9  deaths  were 
due  to  these  diseases  compared  with  18  for  1905.  We  had  not  a 
single  death  from  Measles,  and  but  for  Diarrhoea  there  was  no 
epidemic  of  any  kind  during  the  year. 

Diarrhoea  was  somewhat  prevalent  during  the  last  week  of 
August  and  the  month  of  September,  causing  18  deaths — as 
against  4  the  previous  year,  one-halt  of  the  total  taking  place  in 
North  Ward.  Three  funerals  in  one  street  on  the  same  day  in 
that  ward  gave  rise  to  reports  of  a  serious  epidemic,  and  was  the 
cause  of  a  special  report  being  sent  by  me  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  and  the  County  Council,  and  was  presented  at  your 
meeting  in  October.  1  there  stated  that  in  my  opinion  the  cause 
was  to  be  found  in  the  mistaken  idea  of  mothers  that  when 
children  are  teething  it  is  wrong  to  stop  diarrhoea,  and  medical 
help  is  sought  when  too  late,  and  the  other  mistaken  idea  that 
children  must  be  let  have  what  they  cry  for.  Both  reasons  simply 
meaning  ignorance  of  the  true  wants  of  a  child.  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  a  large  number  of  lives  could  have  been 
saved  by  proper  attention  to  the  feeding  and  nursing  after  the 
diarrhoea  began,  and  many  cases  prevented  altogether. 

Lung  diseases,  other  than  Phthisis  gave  rise  to  fewer  deaths 
than  the  previous  year— 38  as  against  49. 

The  notification  of  infectious  sickness  for  the  whole  district 
amounted  to  94,  a  decrease  of  34  on  the  previous  year,  and  of  6 
on  the  ten  years’  average— 48  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  instead  of  71 
for  1905,  Enteric  Fever  was  only  reported  18  times  as  against  33 
the  previous  year.  The  only  increase  was  in  Diphtheria,  23 
instead  of  8. 

The  largest  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  in  East 
Ward — 21  out  of  48-— whilst  12  of  the  23  Diphtheria  cases  were  in 


the  North  Ward.  The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  chiefly  from 
All  Saints’  Schools.  The  Schools  were  fumigated  and  walls 
sprayed,  the  drains  re-laid  in  cellar,  and  all  branch  drains  exam¬ 
ined  and  flushed.  The  cesspool  into  which  the  drainage  emptied 
has  been  piped  through  and  filled  up,  so  that  no  further  nuisance 
can  arise. 

For  a  number  of  years  Boothstown  accounted  for  much  more 
than  its  proper  share  of  infectious  diseases,  but  both  1905  and 
1906  are  much  better  in  this  respect,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the 
cleansing  of  the  brook,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  sewerage 
from  80  houses  is  now  properly  connected  up  and  no  longer 
empties  into  it,  have  much  to  do  with  the  improvement. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  the  Sanitary  and  other 
streets  in  North  and  Central  Wards  have  been  paved  and  com¬ 
pleted,  those  particularly  in  North  Ward  long  wanted  attention, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  further  aid  that  Ward  in 
gaining  a  more  equal  position.  The  Wardley  end  of  East 
Ward  suffers  from  not  having  its  main  sewerage  scheme  com¬ 
pleted,  the  present  mains  not  being  deep  enough  to  do  their 
work  properly.  As  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  new  property 
erected  recently,  this  will  have  to  be  attended  to. 

The  system  whereby  the  contents  of  the  ashpits  are  not 
thrown  on  the  ground,  continues  to  give  good  results,  and  is  a 
source  of  satisfaction  to  the  inhabitants.  The  sanitary  streets 
are  kept  clean,  and  the  offensive  smells  prevented. 

Only  two  cases  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious  sickness 
were  removed  to  Hospital  during  the  year.  Unpleasantness  is 
constantly  arising  through  people  wishing  to  have  cases  removed, 
not,  I  am  afraid,  because  of  their  concern  for  the  public  health, 
but  because  it  is  much  less  trouble  and  expense  having  them 
sent.  The  experiment  of  having  them  treated  at  home  where 
possible,  has  been  tried  for  the  past  two  years,  and  certainly,  if  the 
number  of  cases  occurring  is  any  guide,  it  is  proving  successful. 

Several  mill  chimneys  continue  to  give  out  black  smoke  far 
beyond  the  limits.  Notices  have  frequently  been  served,  and  I 
think  the  Council  ought  to  use  more  pressure. 

During  the  year  42  new  houses  have  been  completed  ready 
for  occupation. 

Systematic  inspections  of  the  district  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  numerous  ones  at  the  request  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act.  the  Workshops,  Bakehousesand  Slaughter-houses 
have  been  inspected,  and  defects  where  necessary  pointed  out. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  visited.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  the  conditions  were  found  satisfactory. 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  becoming  a 
difficult  one  to  your  officers,  and  I  would  suggest  the  erection 
of  a  Refuse  Destructor.

The  five-years’  averages  for  death-rate  from  1871  to  the 
present,  show  a  steady  fall  in  the  rate  from  22 '7  in  1871-75  to 
14*6  for  1895-1900. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  public  health  is  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  condition.  The  district  is  without  an  epidemic  of  any 
kind. 

In  conclusion,  the  year  has  been  noticeable  for  having  a 
lessened  amount  of  sickness  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  and  Enteric  Fever.  Lung  Diseases  have  also 
been  less  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  Diarrhoea  was  much  more 
prevalent,  and  the  deaths  under  one  year  much  higher.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  on  register  is  now  27,  as  against  26  last 
year.  Three  certificates  of  registration  have  been  given  :  two 
for  new  occupiers,  and  one  for  new  buildings. 

A  large  portion  of  milk  supply  is  now  delivered  from  two 
depots,  one  the  local  Co-operative  Society,  and  the  other 
portion  from  the  Tenant  Farmers’ Association,  “The  Creamery,” 
Manchester  Road,  Walkden.  Both  these  dairies  are  kept  in  a 
strictly  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

Five  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  local  purveyors 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst,  and  a  certificate 
received  certifying  all  samples  genuine.  The  County  Police 
have  also  obtained  samples  in  the  district.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  premises  have  been  inspected  and  are  generally 
found  satisfactory.  Eleven  licences  were  granted,  an  addition 
of  two  on  preceding  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION 

ACTS,  1889-1899. 

The  following  table  gives  number  of  cases  notified  by 
medical  attendants,  also  number  of  cases  reported  during  each 
month  of  the  year. 

In  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report  is  shewn  the  number  of 
cases  occurring  in  the  respective  wards.  Each  case  is  visited 
immediately  after  notification  and  particulars  obtained  as  to 
provision  of  isolation,  number  of  family,  school  attendance, 
etc.  The  rooms  are  disinfected  at  the  termination  of  illness 
by  your  officer,  and  any  drainage  defects  found  made  good. 
A  liberal  supply  of  disinfectant  is  made. 

Two  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  one  of  scarlet  fever 
and  one  of  typhoid  fever.  There  was  very  little  spread  of 
sickness  from  one  case  to  another  person,  the  94  cases  occurred 
in  85  houses.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  number  of  factories  and  workshops  on  the  register 
at  end  of  year  was  63,  and  this  number  is  made  up  as  follows  : 
Cotton  spinning  and  weaving,  10  ;  bakehouses,  10  ;  dress  and 
mantle  making,  4  ;  boot  and  shoe  making  and  repairing,  11  ; 
tailoring,  5  ;  paint  mixing,  4  ;  tin  plate  worker,  1  ;  printing, 
1  ;  joinery  and  cabinet  making,  9  ;  cycle  repairing,  2  ;  concrete 
works,  2  ;  blacksmiths  and  wheelwrights,  4. 
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Four  notices  were  received  from  the  Inspector  of  Factories, 
and  particulars  enquired  into  as  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

Plans  have  been  passed  for  new  conveniences  at  the  Walkden 
Spinning-  Co’s.  Mill,  and  arrangements  will  shortly  be  made 
for  an  extension  of  sewer  along  Atkin  Street,  and  water- 
carriage  system  adopted  in  lieu  of  existing  privy  closets  at 
another  mill.  The  whole  of  the  factories  in  your  district  will 
then  have  a  satisfactory  system  of  water  closets. 

The  workshops  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition  ;  two  notices 
were  served  for  lime-washing,  and  in  a  few  cases  it  was  necessary 
to  point  out  the  need  of  better  ventilation. 

There  are  no  trades  carried  on  in  the  district  which  come  . 
under  the  head  of  “  Offensive  trades.” 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877-1884. 

Periodical  inspections  of  registered  boats  have  been  made 
Oil  the  Bridgewater  Navigation  Canal  which  passes  through 
Worsley  for  a  distance  of  three  and  a  quarter  miles.

The  total  registered  accommodation  in  the  59  boats  was 
for  150  persons,  and  the  number  found  occupying  the  cabins 
104,  66  per  cent,  of  number  provided  for.  No  overcrowding 
was  met  with,  and  only  a  small  percentage  of  children  compared 
with  previous  years.  Of  this  number,  63  were  men,  29  women 
and  12  children.  Seven  of  the  children  were  of  school  age  and 
five  under  five  years  ;  some  of  the  children  attended  Worsley 
School,

The  ordinary  lighting  of  gas  lamps  has  now  been  discon¬ 
tinued  on  some  parts  of  main  roads  and  replaced  by  powerful 
incandescent  lights  along  tramway  routes.  These  lights  are 
a  great  improvement  over  the  gas  lights  where  fixed  on  each 
standard,  but  in  the  Wardley  Lane  part  of  district  it  is  probable 
that  some  additional  lighting  will  be  required.  The  number 
of  lamps  discontinued  is  143  ordinary  and  14  Waddington 
lamps,  and  the  number  now  lighted  is  312  ordinary  lamps  and 
18  Waddington.
